WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


housewife's 
complaints 
about 


meat prices are matched by 
grumblings over the same thing 
from down on the farm. 


The family shopper insists 


meats cost too much, so as a 
consequence she often turns to 
chicken, fish and the like. 


But 
the 
livestockrnan says 


prices are too low for meat ani- 
mals and he is having trouble 
keeping his head above econom- 
ic waters. 


There is room for debate, but 


many of the dollars-and-cents 
facts are on the side of the live- 
stock farmer. 


Furthermore, it appears cer- 


tain for the long pull that meat 
prices will tend to be a little 
higher. Otherwise, there is apt 
to be an Inadequate supply. 


How high are meat prices?

True Tongue-tie 
Actually a Rarity

In earlier c e n t u r i e s in 


Europe most b a b i e s were 
thought to be tongue-tied at 
birth 
and 
many 
midwives 


routinely severed the "bridle" 
or chord u n d e r the tongue 
with their fingernails. Things 
took a turn for the better in 
1776 
when the court physician 


in Sweden announced that in 
all his years of practice he 
had never seen an infant that 
was t r u 1 y tongue-tied. 
He 


had, however, seen several 
who had c h o k e cl to death 
when, after 
the chord 
had 


been snipped, the unfortunate 
infant 
had 
swallowed 
his 


tongue. 


True 
tongue-tie occurs in 


only about one in 3.000 infants. 
Many parents still ask their 
doctor to snip the chord of 
their infants and blame their 
child's slowness to learn to 
talk on tongue-tie 
In many 


cases, as the child uses his 
tongue lor speaking, the sup- 
posed tongue-tie corrects it- 
self automatically 


To test whether your baby 


is tongue-tied, all you need 
to (Jo is (o take a dry cotton- 
tipped applicator and touch 
the junction of the skin and 
red mucous of his lower lip 
and the two corners of his 
mouth 
He will try to lick it 


away and, if he succeeds in 
touching the cotton with his 
tongue, lie is not tongue tied

had amassed an arsenal of guns 
before he was seized by police 
in his nearby Loganton home. 


Officers said the shootings oc- 


curred, without warning, shortly 
before 8 a.m. after Held entered 
the Hammermill plant located 
on 
the 
edge of this semi- 


industrial farm community in 
central Pennsylvania. 


Held had been driven to his 


job by Mrs. Margaret Ramm, a 
Loganton neighbor, who worked 
at the Piper Aircraft Co., a mile 
from the paper mill. The state 
police captain said a violent 
quarrel 
developed en route. 


Inside the Hammermill build- 


Ing Held whipped out a gun, 
said Gray, and started firing- 
aiming apparently only at those 
who were In his car pool and 
those who were his immediate 
bosses. 
He killed 
five and 


wounded four. After that he ran 
out to the company parking lot, 
took a station wagon and drove 
to the Piper plant. 


There he fired at Mrs. Ramm, 


wounding her. 


Gray said Held then drove 


back to Loganton, went to the 
home of a neighbor, Donald 
Quiggle, and shot him dead. He 
also wounded Quiggle's wife and 
another person and reportedly 
took several guns before head- 
ing for liis own home. He was 
captured about 95 minutes after 
the first shots were fired.

Israeli Prime Minister Uvt 


Eshkol called the sinking of the 
destroyer Elath Saturday "an 
act of war in open sea" and said 
"this despicable attack was 
launched without any cause," 
Egypt's Cabinet asserted the 
warship was in its territorial 
waters when missiles shattered 
It, The exchange came as So- 
viet Deputy Defense Minister 
Marshal Matvei Zakharov ar- 
rived In Cairo unannounced and 
President Gamal Abdel Nasser 
called his ministers together to, 
discuss what the semiofficial 
newspaper Al Ahram reported 
were "the eventualities of the 
situation." 


The purpose of Zakharov's 


mission was not disclosed but 
the commander If Israel's navy 
said he believed "Soviet mis-
